The man who runs National Airport and the 
man who wants to abolish it will both speak 
at the next Foggy Bottom Association meet- 
ing, November 27. 


Clarence R. Melugin, Jr., Manager of 
Washington National Airport, and Frank C. 
Waldrop, Chairman of the Committee Against 
National (CAN) will confront each other and 
residents of Foggy Bottom to speak on "Wash- 
ington's Environment." Our neighborhood's 
familiarity with National's jets, the main 
cause of the controversy surrounding it, 
Should make us an ideal audience. 


Foggy Bottom borders the prescribed 
flight path (the Potomac River) that the 
jets must follow in approaching or leaving 
the airport. In addition, we are quite 
close to the airport itself, meaning that 
when the planes pass us they are lower and 
noisier. 


This noise, together with possible safety 
hazards, and air pollution from jet ex- 
haust, has prompted many area citizens to 
join in the CAN effort. However, the air- 
port continues to do a thriving business, 
and we suspect that its proximity has been 
counted a blessing by local citizens who 
must travel frequently. At any rate, this 
is the issue--convenience vs. annoyance-- 
and it is certain to get a good going over 
at the November 27 meeting. If you have 
strong feelings about the matter, one way 
or the other, here's your chance.
